This statement addresses the Board’s interpretation of A.C.A. rule R4-6-501(K), effective January 1, 2007. An appli-
cant for licensure as a Licensed Professional Counselor (“LPC”) or a Licensed Associate Counselor (“LAC”) will be
required to meet increased curriculum requirements if the applicant’s degree is from a program that is not accredited
by C.A.C.R.E.P. or C.O.R.E.
If an applicant submits an application or a request for reassessment by January 1, 2007, and establishes that all licen-
sure requirements, except passing the required examination, were met before January 1, 2007, the applicant will not
be required to meet the new curriculum requirements under R4-6-501(K).
If an applicant submits an LPC application before January 1, 2007, and meets curriculum requirements prior to Janu-
ary 1, 2007, but fails to meet work experience or clinical supervision requirements, the applicant will be given the
option to have the application considered at the LAC level through the first committee appeal. This would allow the
applicant to utilize the curriculum requirements established under R4-6-501(C), effective through December 31,
2006.
